DISPUTE OVER 
BABY RESULTS 
IN HOMICIDE 


Connellsville 
(#)—A 24-year- 


old Cambria County man, holding 
his Infant daughter in his arms, 
was killed late yesterday by a .22 
calibre ,bullet fired into the back 
of his head. 


The child was not Injured as 


her father, Roy Fletcher, 24, of 
Mineral Point, fell to the ground 
fatally wounded. 


Police today held Jesse Taylor, 


28, brother of Fletcher's wife who 
died last June, on a charge of 
suspicion of 
murder. 
Fayette 


County Detective George E. Mc- 
Closkey, who said Taylor admitted 
firing the fatal bullet, gave this 
version: 


Fletcher's infant daughter had 


been cared for by Mrs. Elizabeth 
Zebley of Dunbar RD 1 since the 
child's mother died. Taylor lived 
at the Zebley home. 
: Late yesterday afternoon. Flet- 
cher, accompanied by hig mother, 
Mrs. Flora Miller Fletcher; his 
fiancee, Sarah Fople; his brother 
George Fletcher; and a friend, 
Steve Wackley, all of Mineral 
Point, drove to the Zebley home. 
Fletcher told Mrs. Zebley he in- 
tended to marry "Miss Pople, and 
wanted to take the baby home 
•with him. Mrs. Zebley objected. 


Taylor, who overheard the argu- 


ment, walked Into the house, re- 
turned 
with a revolver and as 


Fletcher and his friends got into 
their car Taylor told Fletcher: "I 
don't want any trouble but I want 
the child." 


Fletcher, holding the child, got 


out of the car and was1 shot. Mrs. 
Zebley took the child into the 
house and the occupants of the 
car drove away, leaving Fletcher 
lying by the road. South Connells- 
ville firemen who were called a 
short time later, took him to Con- 
nellsville State Hospital where he 
died at 7 p. m. 


Meanwhile police had started a 


search for Taylor who drove away 
towards Connellsville but later re- 
turned to the Zebley home. State 
police received a report that he 
had returned there, and arrested 
him about 7:30 p. m. They confis- 
cated a pistol, apparently the one 
from which the fatal shot was 
fired.

Segregation Issue Is Still 
Smouldering in Many Widely 
Separated Southern Spots 


By The Associated Press 


The segregation issue continued to smoulder today in the principal 


southern hot spots. 


Heavily armed Kentucky National guardsmen patrolled the streets 


of S, turgis during the night while a generally orderly crowd estimated 
at 1,000 cheered fiery segregation speeches in public parks. 


Earlier yesterday guardsmen armed with riot guns and bayonets 
:formed a solid wall to protect nine Negro students as they left the 
previously all-white Sturgis High School after their first 
day of 


classes. 


Three hundred fifty students are enrolled at tha school. About 175 


left their classes yesterday. 


An angry crowd of 500 shouted 


threats to "get you niggers if it 
takes all year," while the guards- 
men pushed a path to three cars 
in, which the students left. 


Just before the Negroes came 


out of the school building, troop- 
ers took a shotgun from an uni- 
dentified man in the crowd. 


At Clinton, Tenn., where the Na- 


tional Guard restored order last 
-weekend, citizens took a step to- 
ward preparing for the tune when 
guardsmen will be withdrawn. An 
auxiliary police force was reor- 
ganized. 


Adj. Gen. Joe Henry said his 


original National Guard force of 
633 has been cut by 200 men. He 
indicated the National Guard may 
do a gradual fade out Instead of 
moving out enmasse. 


This reminded town people of 


the question: What happens when 
the guard pulls out? Several per- 
sons have expressed fear of re- 
prisals for sending their children 
to the integrated school. Some told 
of threats that their homes would 
be dynamited. 


At Knoxville, Tenn., the man 


blamed by many Clinton citizens 
for stirring the population to 
a 


frenzy on the race issue 
was 


granted bail while appealing a one- 
year sentence on a contempt of 
court ^ conviction. Bail for 
John 


Kasper of Washington, D. C., was 
fixed at $10,000. The bail was not 
posted immediately. 


U. S. District Judge Robert L. 


Taylor -found Kasper 
guilty 


violating an injunction prohibiting 
him from interferring with inte- 
gration of the Clinton school.

Minton said he is leaving be-

House this morning, Minton noti- 
fied President Eisenhower of his 
plan. 


Appointed by President 'Harry 


Truman, Minton went on the Su- 
jjreme Court bench Oct. 12, 1949 
Previously he served more than 
eight years on the U. S. Circuit 
Court in Chicago. 


This gives him sufficient years in 


federal courts for him to retire 
at full pay of ?35,000 a year.

Astronomer Says There 


Are 'Canals' on Mars

A Japanese astronomer today 


reported seeing several "canals" in 
the northern hemisphere of the 
planet Mars—under close scrutiny 
by star gazers around the world.

debate. 


They were first reported many 


decades ago, but other observers 
who have spent a lifetime at tele- 
scopes failed to catch a glimpse 
of them.

the canals, assuming they do exist, 
is whether they are arteries such 
as waterways devised by intel- 
ligent beings or some kind of 
natural phenomena.

MENZIES MISSION ADJOURNS 
WITHOUT COMMENT AFTER A 
SESSION OF THREE HOURS

Cairo (/P)—The Menzies mission conferred privately for naarly 


tSiree hours today and adjourned without announcing- whether it would 
meet again with President Nasser on the Suez Canal situation. 


A spokesman refused to comment on reports tha mission has 


failed to get Nasser to agree to International control of tha canal and 
that the next moves are up to Washington and London. 


He said the mission did not come to Cairo to find a solution to 


the Suez crisis, but to find a starting point for negotiations. 


Nasser left Cairo for Alexandria, the Mediterranean summer re- 


sort and Egypt's mam port. Nasser's family has been vacationing 
there this summer, and he usually-i- 
proes there on the weekend to visit 
them. 


Pessimism pervaded both the 


Egyptian and the foreign quarters 
of Cairo following the reports the 
Menzies mission had failed. 
It 


was generally agreed the mission 
was awaiting word from London 
and Washington before making its 
next move—even to setting a time 
for the next meeting with Nasser. 


It appeared little progress had 


been made toward finding a start- 
ing point for negotiations. 


Tha mission 
spokesman 
eaid 


another meeting with Nasser will 
ba held before Lha mission leaves, 
though it may be only a courtesy 
session. 


Both Egyptian sources closo to 


tho government and Western dip- 
lomats in London reported last 
night a deadlock in tha talks be- 
tween the five-nation committee 
headed by Australian Prime Min- 
ister Robert G. Menzies and Egyp- 
tian President Nasser. 


Menzies was said to be walking 


for some word from Washington 
and London that might yet salvage 
his mission. 


The informants Bald Nasser has 


refused to accept 
the 18-natlon 


plan for international operation of 
tho 103-mile waterway. 


The U. S. State Department had 


no comment on that 
assertion. 


There was, 
however, 
unofficial 


speculation in Washington that 
Egyptian talk oH "U. S. interven- 
tion" was aimed 
at driving a 


wedge between the United States 
and its allies. 


Britain's Prime Minister Eden, 


who has said his country canngt 
accept Egypt's unfettered control 
of the Suez, called Parliament in- 
to special session next Wednesday 
to discuss the canal situation. 


Britain Is Widely 
Divided Over the 
"Policy_of Force" 


London 
(IP) — The 
reported 


stalemate In the Cairo Suez talk* 
today widened a deep split In 
Britain over whether this country 
should appeal to the U. N. or re- 
sort to force. 


Advocates of an approach to the 


U. N. appeared to be in the ma- 
jority. But influential backers of 
a policy of "force 
If necessary" 


insisted that the canal must be 
kept open to British shipping at 
any cost with or without U. N. 
approval. 


The division becama sharper 


when Western diplomats said here 
last night that President Nasser 
hart given an apparently final re- 
jection to an 18-nation plan to 
have Egypt turn over the canal to 
international operation. 


London diplomats said Austra- 


lian Prime Minister Robert G. 
Menzies' five-nation 
committee 


which was set up at the recent 
London conference to negotiate 
with Egypt, probably would tee 
Nasser again tomorrow and leave 
Cairo Monday—unless he suddenly 
reversed his stand. 


There wero rumori here—un- 


confirmed by any official source— 
that Prime Minister Eden, would 
stake the life of his Conservative 
government on an appeal to the 
House of Commons to support the 
way he planned to handle the 
crisis.

Under the interesting title of 


'September Whisper" The New 
York Times prints this interesting 
editorial: 


"The trees begin to show time's 


passage. Their leaves have almost 
finished their summer's work and 
the birches especially lean not only 
with the wind but with the season. 
Their green crispness begins to 
fade and the first hint of autumn 
color is almost in sight among 
them. You sense it now, seeing a 
whole hillside of birches. It is fit 
that, the birches should be among 
the first to signal autumn, for as 
a species they know autumn at its 
best. They are trees of the north, 
of the hills and valleys that are so 
full of October color. The big 
white birch, the canoe birch, is at 
home only occasionally as 
far 


south as Long Island and northern 
Pennsylvania. And the gray birch, 
smaller cousin and a lesser tree 
in all ways, is primarily a New 
England tree, though it does grow 
as far south as Delaware. 
The 


birches know cold winters and late 
springs and long, colorful autumns. 
The birches, too, have their color, 


but it comes early and it seldom 
lingers long. The leaves turn a 
fine gold, but the turn usually 
comes in September and they have 
only a brief time of color because 
the leaves come fluttering down in 
the first good breeze after they 
have been gilded. Only occasionally 
do they persist into the time when 
maple and oak take on full color. 
It is almost as though the birches 
shed their leaves early to -open 
wide vistas of reds and . oranges 
and purplish browns-In October. 
The change is subtle, but it can 
already be seen in those birches 
with a background of . maples.

This is not true 
It is 


always possible that diving oft the rock, riding the bike in traffic, 
going off on the unchaperoned weekend will reveal the child's 
strength, not his weakness to him. The problem is, \ve don't think 
they will. 


So let's make that clear to the child. Instead of saving, "No, >uu 


can't ride your bike in traffic because you'll get killed" let's say, 
"No, you can't ride it in traffic because I fear you'll get hurt. I'll 
try to overcome this fear. But until I do, I expect you to consider 
it." 


A tyrant is a person who insists on everyone around him sharing 


his feelings. When, instead of asking children to respect our fears 
for them, we demand that they share them with us, \ve are tyrants 
over them.

• re times when a. cashier'* 
check from their bank is a val- 
uable and convenient Tray of 
taking care of certain pay- 
ments. Sometimes a personal 
check is not acceptable be- 
cause the maker of the check 
is not well-known or the 
amount involved is unusually 
large. A cashier's check is * 
bank's own check drawn on 
itself and signed by the cash- 
ier, who is an officer of the 
bank. Cashier's checks are pay- 
able to the payee designated 
by the purchaser, who need 
not necessarily be a depositor 
of the bank. The purchaser 
may pay for a cashier's check 
either-with cash or with a per- 
sonal check, depending on his 
relationship with the bank. 


Banks also use cashier's 


checks to pay most of their 
own obligations. Many state 
banks call them "official 
checks", and trust companies 
often call them "treasurer'i 
checks".

Guy With Problem in Present 
Campaign Is the Average Voter 
Who Is Not Mixed Up in Politics 


By JAMES .MARLOW 


Awodated Press New* Analyst 
Washington (-2P)—The guy with 


the problem In this campaign is 
the average voter—the man who 
works all day and is not mixed up 
In politics—when he hears Demo- 
crats and. Republicans shoveling 
out their'one-sided stories. 


Each tells what makes itself 


look good and the other side bad. 
How then is the average voter go- 
Ing to know where the whole truth 
lies, particularly when most of the 
Issues they're talking about have 
roots going back for years? 


He'd need a good filing system 


going back for years: Facts, dates 
and assorted information. But if 
he had all that, he'd find that in 
this complicated business of run- 
ning the government neither side 
has a monopoly on virtue or wis- 
dom. 


Both have been involved in most 


of the events. A good example is 
the argument about living costs 
which have gone up about 2 per 
cent since President Eisenhower 
took office in January 1953. 


The Republicans call that an ex- 


cellent record. The Democrats be- 
little it, warning about inflation. 
The Republicans don't say much 
about the possibility of a further 
increase as a result of boosts in 
steel prices. 


But 
the 
Republicans 
point 


scornfully to the huge living cost 
Increases •which occurred under 
the Democrats. They don't talk 
about the part Republicans as well 
as Democrats played in shooting 
price controls full of holes after 
the war. 


And the Democrats never like 


to talk about the increases under 
the Democrats. But perhaps this 
will put at least the story of liv- 
ing costs in focus. Living costs 
have riven 72 3 per 
cent since 


Jan. 1, 194L 


They rose only 28.7 per cent 


during World War n but 43 6 per 
cent since then. 


But the way they went up, and 


why, is the story: 


From Jan. 1, 1941 to the time of 


the Japanese surrender Aug. 14, 
1945 
living costs rose only 28.7 


per cent even though the country 
w^s at war most of that time 
The reason: Tight controls on 
wages, prices, and materials; high 
taxes that took away purchasing 
power for scarce goods It was 
also a time when people were put- 
ting into the war bonds the money 
they couldn't spend on things they 
couldn't get 


On the day Japan surrendered 


living costs got a start upward, 
for President Truman puUed off a 
number of wartime controls There 
had been a lot of pressure to get 
back to normal as soon as possi- 
ble. Gas rationing, for instance 
ended on V-J day. 


But the Office of Price Admin- 


istration was still sitting on the 
lid. In spite of enormous pres- 
sures it held down prices pretty 
well. The proof Is in the figures: 
From the end'of August 1945 un- 
til July 1, 1946, a period in which 
all kinds of controls were aban- 
doned, living 
costs 
rose only 3 


per cent 


But OPA would have ended 


June 30, 1946 unless Congress re- 
newed It another year. It was a 


time when business was scream- 
ing to get free of controls.' 


Congress renewed OPA in a bill 


which Truman vetoed late in June 
1946. He said it was a wrecking 
bill, shot so full of holes that it 
would make OPA a mockery. He 
aimed hardest at the late Senator 
Robert A Taft, Ohio Republican, 
who led the fight to put into the 
bill amendments which Truman 
said would make OPA unwork- 
able. 


But the Democrats were run- 


ning Congress then. Taft got his 
amendments through only because 
enough 
Democrats 
went along 


with him to make it possible. 


Late in July Congress passed, 


and Truman signed reluctantly— 
saying it was just a little better 
than nothing—another bill to con- 
;mue OPA. But lor a month there 
was practically no OPA. Prices 
ahot up. 


In that one month, July, 1946, 


living costs rose 6 per cent—twice 
the increase between Sept. 1, 1945 
and June 30. 1946. 


By December 1946, OPA was for 


all practical purposes abandoned. 
Prices, meanwhile, under that sec- 
ond OPA bill's provisions, were 
breaking through the ceiling. And 
oy the time of the Korean War— 
that is, between Aug 1, 1946 and 
July 1, 1950—living costs went up 
another 20.3 per cent 


Who's to blame for that? Taft? 


Truman? 
Democrats? Republi- 


cans? Or was* it bad? Was it the 
price America had to pay—these 
ncreased living 
costs—to get 


back to a. normal economy and 
full production? If controls had 
been 
continued a couple more 


years 
beyond December 1946, 


maybe the economy would have 
been ruined. 


One thing was certainly wrong: 


The prediction made by Taft and 
others who wanted an end of con- 
trols: That if prices shot up, as 
they might temporarily, once con- j 
trols were lifted, they'd come back 
down. They didn't. 


Within a couple of months after 


the start of the Korean War the 
Democratic-run 
Congress gave 


Truman power to invoke controls 
again. He hesitated for months. 
And living costs shot up some 
more. Was he wrong? 
Nobody 


would say he was if the Korean 
War had ended in a couple of 
months, as~some thought it would. 
But it didn't 
And in January 


1951, Truman slapped on controls 
again. 


But meanwhile this had hap- 


pened: Living costs rose 6.7 per 
cent between the start of the Ko- 
rean War June 24, 1950 and Jan. 
30, 1951. Truman invoked the con- 
trols Jan. 26, 1951. These controls 
put a brake on prices. 


Between the end of January 


1951 and January 1953, when Ei- 
senhower took office, living costs 
rose another 5 1 per cent By that 
time the country was fairly stable. 
When he took office, Eisenhower 
began to remove controls 


Between the time he took office 


and now living costs have gone 
up about 2 per cent. The people 
around 
Eisenhower have kept 


prices down by indirect controls 
on credit, among them raising in- 
terest rates to discourage borrow- 
ing.
